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CROSSING HORROR. 


ONE MAN KILLKD, TWO HURT. 


Wagon Loud or Kirn is Struck While 


Crossing Si. Paul Tracks Wi;h 


Fatal Flnlah toOne of Them. 


Last Wednesday evening about ten 


minutes after six a wagon load of,men 
who were returning home from work 
at the mill of the Grand Rapids lum- 
ber company were struck by a car on 
the St. Paul road, the accident re- 
sulting in the death of Hiram Rouse 
and 
the injury of Frank Laughlin 


and Albert Zcturow. 


'The men were bound east and were 


moving at a good gait. Their team 
had just crossed the track and as the 
wagon got ,on the track a box car 
loomed up before them and the next 
instant struck the back wheels of the 
i£;The box car was being pushed by an 
engine which was doing some switch- 
ing.1 On the box car sat one brakemeu 
and the conductor of the train. 
The 


brakeman was nearest the rig, but it 
all happened so suddenly that he was 
not able to give much of a description 
of the affair. He stated that he saw 
one of the men jump off from the 
wagon and an instant afterward the 
car struck him, but from where he sat 
he could not tell whether he went un- 
der^ the car or what became of him. 


The engineer stated after the acci- 


dent that the car did not strike the 
wagon at all, but that he thought it 
ran into a telephone pole near the 
track, caused by the horses shying to 
one side. The wagon did strike the 
telephone pole, being thrown against 
it by the collision with the car. 


Frank Laughlin, who was severely 


injured by a contusion in the side and 
numerous bruises about the head and 
body, stated that the first he knew 
was seeing the box car loom up before 
them, and that was all he knew of the 
affair until he came to in the wagon 
in which he was being carried to the 
doctor to have his wounds dressed. 
Since the accident he has been at the 
Commercial hotel and is gradually 
recovering. 


Hiram Rouse, the man who was 


killed, was dragged down the track 
past the water tank, and his head was 
crushed 
in horrible shape and was 


dead when picked up. He had appar- 
ently been struck by the car and 
thrown to the ground, then the car 
passed 
over him. and his clothes 


caught in the brake beam and he was 
dragged along the ground and his 
life bruised out on the ties. Had his 
clothes not caught on the car it is en- 
tirely probable that he would have 
been ground beyond human semblance 
by the locomotive. 


The only other man on the rig who 


was hurt seriously was Albert Zem- 
row. He had one leg broken in two 
places, 
and 
sustained numerous 


smaller bruises about the body, which 
while more or less painful, will not 
inconvenience him when he recovers 
from his broken bones. He is reported 
to be recovering as rapidly as can be 
expected under the circumstances. 


Several persons who were coming 


up and across the track state that the 
whole thing occurred so quick that 
they hardly had time to see how it 
was done, but they are all positive in 
their statements that the car struck 
the wagon and dashed it over against 
the telephone pole. They also saw 
Rouse as he jumped from the wagon 
and state .that he was unable to re- 
cover his 
feet upon striking 
the 


ground, but staggered for an instant 
and before he had gained his balance 
the car struck him and rolled him over 
and over beneath the brake beam. 
When the car was stopped the body 
was found to be wedged beneath the 
structure and it was with great diffi- 
culty that it was removed. 
^ Upon learning of the disaster Justice 
Getts impanelled a coroner's 
jury 


which viewed the remains and then 
took an adjournment until Monday in 
order to secure all the witnesses pos- 
sible.that the testimony bearing'on the 
case might be complete. 


At nine 'o'clock on Monday morn- 


ing the cornoner's jury met again and 
the examination of witnesses com- 
menced. There were a large number 
examined, including the trainmen, 
parties who had witnessed the acci- 
dent and men who occupied the wagon. 
The majority of the latter were un- 
able to give a yery clear version of 
what happened, as those who had re- 
mained on the wagon when the shock 
came were either rendered insensible 
or else shaken up so that they cou'.d 
not state just what had occurred or 
else had not seen anything of it and 
the first they knew was when they 
found themselves flying through the 
air. Those who had seen the car com- 
ing in time to get off tthe wagon had 
only made their escape by a very close 
margin, and generally by the time 
they had struck the ground and re- 
covered their equilibrium enough to 
look about them the wagon had been 
struck and was out of sight on the 
other side of the car. 
One of the 


occupants of the wagon testified to 
having jumped off on the west side of 
the track and as he turned around he 
saw the car strike the wagon, but had 
seen no more of the accident until he 
noticed the body of a man being rolled 
over beneath the car. 


All the occupants of the wagon 


testified that they had left the mill 
yard on the walk, and that after gett- 
ing beyond the lumber sheds the team 
had been urged to a slow trot, at 
which rate they continued until the 
track was reached and the 
wagon 


struck. They also stated they had 
heard no bell or other noise that would 
be calculated to warn them that an 
engine was approaching, 
although 


none of them could swear that a bell 
had not been rung, they simply beiug 
positive that they had not heard any- 
thing of the kind. 


The testimony of the engineer was 


to the effect that he had got a signal 
to stop ai:d at the same time had seen 
the wagon on the track and had ap- 
plied the brakes, but that an instant 
afterward he saw the wagon clear the 
track and supposing that they had 
cleared the car he turned on 
steam 


again, but had been told that there 
was a man under the car and had 
immediately stopped the engine, by 
which time they had reached 
the 


vicinity of the water tank. 
He gave 


it as his opinion that the car had not 
struck the wagon at all. 


The .brakeman who sat near the 


end of the car stated that when the 
wagon appeared in front of the train 
he had given the signal to stop but 
that he did not know whether the en- 
gineer was able to see the signal from 
where he was. He had also seen a 
man jump onto the the track from 
the wagon and supposed that was the 
man that had been run down by the 
train. 


Among the witnesses called was 


Roy Getts. 
He testified that he had 


been returning from work about six 
o'clock or shortly after, and that 
when he reached the St. Paul track 
he heard a locomotive bell ringing. 
Looking to the north where the noise 
came he saw the engine coming with 
one car ahead of it. He was riding a 
bicycle at the time and seeing that he 
had time to get across the track he in- 
creased his speed and continued on 
his way. After crossing the track lie 
saw the team and wagon load of men 
coming and as he passed them he says 
that he waved his handkerchief at 
them al the same time crying out and 
warning them that a train was right 
at the crossing. He stated that he 
was only four feet from the wagon 
when he shouted this warning, and 
that he heard some one on the wagon 
say to hurry and they would get 
across. 
After passing the wagon he 


stated that he stopped his wheel and 
leaning it against a telephone pole 
looked 
back 
just in time to see 


the box car strike a man who was in 
the middle of the track. 


The men on the wagon swore with- 


out exception that they saw nobody 
on a wheel, nor did they hear anybody 
yell or wave a handkerchief at 'them. 
Mr. Getts staled that to the best of 
his knowledge the train was moving 
about four or five miles an hour. 


The taking of the evidence occupied 


all of Monday and Tuesday with the 
assistance of a stenographer, and a 
large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, the testimony being all in at 
six o'clock on Tuesday night. 


_ The 
coroners jury met again on 


luesday evening and aflcr consider- 
ing Hie evidence as submitted, brought 
in the following' verdict, which is 
given in full: 


An inquisition taken at the city of 


Grand Rapids in the county of Wood 
and state of Wisconsin on the 9th day 
of September, 1002, before 
W. H. 


Getts, one of the justices of the peace 
of the said county upon the view of 
the body of Hirman E. Rouse there 
dead, by the jurors whose names are 
hereunto subscribed, who, being duly 
sworn to inquire on behalf of this 
state, when, in what manner, and by 
what means the said Hiram E. Rouse 
came to his death, upon their oath do 
say: That the said Hiram'R. Rouse 
came to his death on the 3rd day of 
September, 19U2, at the city of Grand 
Rapids, in Wood countv, Wisconsin, 
in 
the yards of the Chicago, Mil- 


waukee&St. Paul railway company 
at a point where the track of said 
company crosses Cranberry street in 
said city, by being run over by a Chi- 
cago & Northwestern box car num- 
bered 36754, drawn by engine number 
653 belonging to the said Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway com- 
pany with E. C. Bover as conductor 
and A. J. Lambert as engineer. That 
the said Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul railway company and said E. 
C. Boyer, conductor, and said A. J. 
Lambert, engineer are in part respon- 
sible for the death of said Hiram E. 
Rouse. We further find that the team- 
ster, Alex Gackowske, and others, 
who were riding on the wagon which 
was struck by said box car were also 
in part responsible for the death of 
said Hiram E. Rouse. In testimony 
whereof the said iustice of the peace 
and the said jurors of this inquest 
have hereunto set their hands the day 
and year aforesaid.

Which They will Operatc.-Other 


Items of Interest. 


During the past week a deal has 


been consumated by which P. L. b't- 
ley, T. A. Taylor and iVilliam Scott of 
this city have become interested in- 
the electric light plant at Watertown. 


these three gentlemen in company 


with capitalists at Watertown have 
purchased the electric light plant in 
that city and organized a company 
under the name of the Watertowii 
IMectnc Light company, and the new 
company will operate the plant for 
the purpose of furnishing light and 
power to the citizens of that place 


The purchase 
includes a 
water 


power at that place 
amounting to 


about 100 horse power which will be 
used to assist in operating the plant. 
1 he electric light plant in its present 
condition is an antiquated affair of 
about 225 horse power, which is en- 
irely insufficient to supply the city 
vith the light wanted, and it is the 
mention of the new owners to improve 
ind bring it up to date and enlarge 
the capacity enough so that the city 
can be supplied both with power and 
Hght and dp it at a cost that will 
make it possible for a great deal more 
current to be used. 


Mr. Utley is now in 
Walertown 


looking after some business matters

with the new company 


and as soon as a new man can be ob- 
tained to take charge of the plant 
here he will go to Watertown, where 
he will have business management of 
the new company. As Watertown is a 
good sized city where there is a fair 
demand for both light and power there 
is no reason why the new venture 
should not prove a financial success.

minutes after six a wagoa load of.mea 
who were returning home from work 
at the mill of the Grand Rapids lum- 
ber company were srruck by a car on 
the St. Paul road, the accident re- 
sulting in the death of Hiram Rouse 
and rhe injury of Frank Laughlia 
and Albert Zeairow. 


The n.en were bound east and were 


moving at a good erait. Their team 
had just crossed the track and as the 
wagon got ,on the track a box car 
loomed up before them and the next 
instant struck the back wheels of t*>e 
rig. 


The box car was being pushed bv an 


engine which was doing some switch- 
ing.' On the box car sat one brakemen 
and the conductor of the train. The 
brakeinan was nearest the rig, but it 
all happened so suddenly that he was 
not able to gi\ e much of a description 
of the affair. He stated that he" saw 
one of the men jump of? from the 
wagoa and an Instant afterward the 
car struck him, but from where he sat 
he could not tell whether he went u n- 
der the car or what became of him. 


The engineer stated after the acci- 


dent that the car did not strike the 
wagon at all, but that he thought it 
ran iaro a telephone pole near the 
track, caused by the horses shying to 
one side. The wagon did strike* the 
telephone pole, being throwa against 
it by the collision with the car- 


Frank Laughhn, who was severely 


injured by a contusion In the side aad 
numerous bruises about the head and 
body, stated that the first he knew 
was seeing the box car loom up before 
them, and that was all he knew of the 
affair until he came to in the wagon 
in which he was beins: carried to the 
doctor to have his wounds dressed. 
Since the accident he has been at the 
Commercial hotel aad is gradually 
recovering. 


Hira.ni Rouse, the man who was 


killed, was dragged dowa the track 
past the water tank, and his head was 
crushed Ia horrible shape and was 
dead when picked up. He had appar- 
ently been struck by the car and 
thrown to the ground, then the car 
passed 
over him. and his clothes 


caught In the brake beam and he was i 
dragged along the ground and his ' 
life bruised out on the ties. Had bis 


to the effect that he had ^ot a 
to stop and at the same time had 
the wagon on the track and had ap- I 
plied the brakes, but that an instant 
afterward he saw the wagon clear the 
track and supposing that thev had

on to witness a real crossing horror 
satih as are enacted in different parts 
of the country nearly every day. where 
railroad 
crossings

to go from one year's end

another without any protection. One 
would think that after the fatality of 
last 
"Wednesday it 
would not be 
necessary to urge the St Paul com- 
pany to urotect their crossing- at 
-Cranberry "street. One occasion like 
this shonld be snScient to cause any 
company to take steps for their own 
protection as well as that of the pub- 
lic- It is more than a year since the 
city conncil passed an ordinance re- 
oiiirisg' the various railroad compan- 
ies to pat in gates at the principal 
crossing's in the city, and nothwith- 
standingr the fact " that they have 
been repeatedly notified to do so, no 
move has ever been made by the 
St. Paul company to comply with the " 
ordinance. This crossing *s known to 
be one of the worst in this part of the 
country. There are numerous tracks 
close together, and the sidings are in- 
variably filled with cars close np to 
the road, so that it is impossible to 
see the main track when approaching 
from the west until one gfets within a 
fevr feet of of the track. The conse- 
auence is that there has sbeen numer- 
ous narrow escapes right'at this point, 
bur heretofore luck has seemed to 
favor the community and there have 


been no accidents that amount to any- 
thing. In fact luck favored the crowd 
that was struck on Wednesday eve- 
ning, for had the wagon been struck 
square in middle, there is no question 
that there would have been more 
fatalities.

RUDOLF VIRCHQW DIES. 


The Eminent German Pathologist Passe 


Away at Berlin After a 


Long Ebaess. 


Berlin. Sept. 5.—Prof. Rudolf Tir 


chow, the pathologist, died here at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 


Rudolph Virchow, the celebrated Ger- 


man pathologist and anthropologist, was 
born at ScMvelbein in Pomerania. Octo- 
ber 13, 1S21,1-' and studied medicine at 
Berlin. In 1S49 he was appointed pro- 
fessor of pathological anatomy at YTurz- 
berg, and stx>n became one of the fore- 
most exponents of the so-called TTurz- 
bnrg school. In 1S56 he returned to Ber- 
lin as professor; here he did excellent 
work in the newly founded pathological 
institute, which at once became the cen- 
ter of independent research amongst the 
younger men of science. 
He "always 
took a great interest in politics, aiid 
contributed important speeches to the 
parliamentary debates. At the Xatural- 
istsT Conference at Innsbruck in 1869 he 
was one of the founders of the German 
Anthropological Society. In 1873 he be- 
came a member of the Academy of Sci- 
ences. 
He also took a great inter- 
est is the spreading of scientific knowl- 
edge amongst the people, and was since 
1SGU part editor of a series of popu- 
lar lectures, to which he contributed es- 
says on various historical and scientific 
subjects.
